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Youths rampage in Manchester Obama honors remains 
as UK riots spread of Afghan crash dead 


MANCHESTER (AFP) - 
Hundreds of masked youths 
tore through the centre of 
Britain's third-largest city of 
Manchester Tuesday, going 
on a looting spree as the 
worst riots for decades spread 
beyond London. 

Violence erupted in Man¬ 
chester, northwest England, 
for the first time in the four 
nights of rioting that have hit 
Britain, with a huge group of 
youths locked in running bat¬ 
tles with hundreds of riot po¬ 
lice in the city centre. 

The youths smashed shop 
windows and went looting, 
setting fire to shops and hurl¬ 
ing missiles at police. 

There were also serious 
outbreaks of violence in 
Birmingham and other parts 
of central England, but Lon¬ 
don — which had borne the 
brunt of previous violence — 
was largely quiet after thou- 
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sands of extra police were or¬ 
dered onto the streets. 

In Manchester, police 
were driven back by gangs of 
hundreds of youths who cov¬ 
ered their faces with scarves 
and ski masks. 

Gangs smashed into shoe 
shops, electronics stores and 
clothes shops and set fire to a 
girls' clothing store in the city 
centre. 

Two raiders smashed the 
glass entrance of the Amdale 
shopping centre, the city's 
main central shopping mall, 
opening the way for around 
100 youths to pour into a 
shop before rushing out car¬ 
rying clothing and shoes. 

Gangs taunted the police, 
hurling stones and missiles at 
shop windows and jeering 
riot police, who chased them 
in vans. 

Glen Barkworth, general 
manager of the Arndale, told 
BBC television: "All of a 
sudden it turned in a second 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Officials in Brazil said Tues¬ 
day they had no news of an 
isolated tribe of Amazonian 
natives who may have been 
attacked by suspected Peru¬ 
vian drug traffickers, amid 
fears of a bloodbath. 

Employees of Brazil's Na¬ 
tional Indian Foundation 
(FUNAI) have been search¬ 
ing for signs of the natives 
following an attack in late 
July on the remote Xinane 
guard post tasked with pro¬ 
tecting the tribesmen near the 
Brazil-Pern border. 

"The five employees have 
still not seen the natives. 
They fear there was a slaugh¬ 
ter but nothing has been con¬ 
firmed," a FUNAI 
spokeswoman in Brasilia told 
AFP. 


at 5:30 pm (1630 GMT) 
tonight." 

"We've been breached on 
a number of occasions," he 
said. 

"I've seen Miss Selfridge 
and Foot Locker both 
breached, looted and then 
torched. "What I've seen and 
the manner in which the riot¬ 
ers have split themselves into 
numerous groups, we're not 
talking about a group of 200 
to 300 people doing damage. 
We're talking about half a 
dozen groups doing damage 
all over the centre. 

"It's been a surreal day." 

One Manchester resident 
told the BBC that looting had 
gone on "for hours" in the 
city after riot police were 
"driven back" by youths. 

Earlier, hundreds were in¬ 
volved in a stand-off with riot 
police a few miles away at a 
shopping centre in the Sal¬ 
ford area of the city, where 
looting also broke out. 


"The armed men who at¬ 
tacked the guard post are still 
in the vicinity, as FUNAI em¬ 
ployees have seen fresh foot¬ 
prints." 

In January, Brazil allowed 
the release of rare photo¬ 
graphs of the natives — aston¬ 
ishing images taken by 
FUNAI showing adults and 
children peering skyward 
with their faces dyed reddish- 
orange and toting bows, ar¬ 
rows and spears. 

FUNAI says there are 
dozens of tribes in Brazil that 
do not have sustained contact 
with the outside world. Some 
are often referred to as "un¬ 
contacted" tribes. Only 30 of 
them have been identified. 

The Brazilian government 
prohibits unmonitored out¬ 
side contact with these 


DOVER (AFP) - President 
Barack Obama made a solemn 
trip to a Delaware air base 
Tuesday to honor the remains 
of 30 US troops that were re¬ 
turned home after a helicopter 
crash in Afghanistan. 

Obama made the unan¬ 
nounced visit after two C-17 
military aircraft landed carry¬ 
ing remains of those killed Fri¬ 
day on a special forces mission 
in the deadliest single loss for 
US-led troops in the decade- 
old war. 

An Afghan official said 
Monday the Taliban lured US 
forces into an elaborate trap to 
shoot down the Chinook heli¬ 
copter, which was carrying 
Navy SEAL.. 

Despite requests from news 
organizations, the ceremony at 
Dover was closed to the media 
and the Pentagon has yet to re¬ 
lease the names of those killed. 

Obama lifted a blanket ban 
on media coverage of the re¬ 
turn of flag-draped caskets in 
2009, leaving the choice up to 


groups, as outsiders could be 
infected with potentially fatal 
illnesses to which the natives 
have never been exposed. 

Stephen Corry, the direc¬ 
tor of tribal rights group Sur¬ 
vival International, lamented 
what he called the "extremely 
distressing news" about the 
missing natives. 


families of fallen troops. 

But the Pentagon said the 
troops killed could not be iden¬ 
tified "due to the catastrophic 
nature of the crash," and that 
next-of-kin were not in a posi¬ 
tion to grant approval for 
media access to the transfer 
ceremony. 

The toll from the attack in¬ 
cluded 22 SEALs, three US 
Air Force special forces, five 
US Army aviators, as well as 
seven Afghan troops and an in¬ 
terpreter. The cargo planes that 
landed in Dover also were car¬ 
rying the remains of the dead 
Afghans, officials said. 

Defense Secretary Leon 
Panetta, top military officer 
Admiral Mike Mullen, US 
Navy chief Admiral Gary 
Roughhead and other senior 
officers joined Obama at the 
Delaware base, where dead 
troops from the Iraq and 
Afghan wars are received in a 
solemn "dignified transfer" 
ceremony. 

Upon arrival at Dover, 
Obama was escorted to the 
planes containing the remains 
of those killed and paid "his re¬ 
spects," White House officials 
said. 

He then spent more than an 
hour visiting with about 250 
family members of the fallen 
troops and offered "his condo¬ 
lences for their loss and his 
deep gratitude for their sacri¬ 
fice and service." 

A Pentagon spokesman 
could not say whether the 
names of the troops would be 
released in coming days..

Open letter to the minister of Health Dr. Richard Visser 


regarding the recognition of foreign medical degrees in Aruba

Your Excellency, Dear 
Richard: 

I heard your interview re¬ 
garding your plans to “help” 
Aruban studying medicine in 
universities outside of the 
Netherlands such as those in 
Costa Rica. I am writing to you 
in English because I want to 
make sure you understand me 
correctly. I didn’t want any¬ 
thing in Dutch or even Papia- 
mento get lost for whatever 
reason. 

If I understood you cor¬ 
rectly your plan is to have these 
kids complete medical school 
in Costa Rica and then go to 
Spain for a year and a half and 
then Holland for half a year so 
they can get BIG-certified. 
This “solution” will in my 
opinion place an unnecessary 
financial burden on some of 
these students. If parents can¬ 
not afford to fund housing and 
living expenses for 2 years - in 
Euro’s - then your solution is 
not a real solution for them. If 
your idea is to burden them 
with more government funded 
student loans so that they can 
pay it themselves it seems to 
me that your solution is helping 
them create a harsh financial 
future in light of the increased 
debt service and the AZV need 
to ever reduce pay to the doc¬ 
tors in Aruba, so who knows if 
they will be able to pay of those 
debts and have a decent life 
after all those years of hard 
studying. I am not impressed so 
far with your “solution”. 

If I understood you cor¬ 
rectly your “solution” is geared 


to bring those foreign medical 
degrees up to par with the BIG- 
standards. The AZV also uses 
the BIG-standard to contract 
with doctors in Aruba. I believe 
both you and the AZV use this 
to deliver a certain (high) stan¬ 
dard. I can follow you with that 
position. However where I lose 
you is that you allow folks in 
Aruba with a cold or infection 
or those who need to undergo a 
simple operation be treated by 
a BIG-registered doctor while 
you choose to send all your pa¬ 
tients - and yes they all are 
your patients since you are the 
politically responsible minister 
- in need of open-heart surgery, 
cardiac surgery or neo-natal 
care to Colombia so that they 
can be treated by doctors who 
are not BIG-registered and 
thereby in your opinion not up 
to par. 

This brings me to the first 
question I would appreciate an 
answer to: 

Ql: How do you as minis¬ 
ter of health allow Aruban pa¬ 
tients to be send (by the AZV) 
to Colombia for treatment by 
non-BIG registered doctors? 

Q2: If a BIG-registered 
doctor is the (only) standard 
would not all Arubans be enti¬ 
tled to receive care (only) by 
BIG-registered doctors? 

Now let me get back to the 
“solution” you are proposing 
and share with you a possible 
legal solution. In the interview 
you indicated that your “solu¬ 
tion” was great and had never 
been done before. It seems to 
be the greatest thing since 
sliced bread. However, it does 


not offer a solution for those 
doctors who are already in 
Aruba, unless you expect these 
folks and their spouses and 
kids to go to Europe for a 2 
years tour. 

If you had taken a look at the 
law i.e. Landsverordening 
Uitoefening Geneeskunst, you 
would see that the minister of 
health, in this case you, can des¬ 
ignate any foreign medical uni¬ 
versity to be recognized by and 
in Aruba to be at a similar stan¬ 
dard of the BIG standard. I have 
not invented this. This has been 
done at least half a dozen times 
in the past going back to the 
1970’s. Medical schools such as: 
St Louis Medical University, 
Universidad de Madrid, Tulane 
and Georgetown University 
School of Medicine have all 
been recognized by Aruba by 
virtue of national decrees (lands- 
besluit) issued by the minister of 
health. 

Procedurally it was and it 
still is fairly simple: a commit¬ 
tee evaluates the institution 
and presents an opinion (ad- 
vies) to the minister of health. 
The minister than assumes the 
political responsibility and 
takes a political decision - as 
is all decisions taken by any 
minister and presents it to the 
governor of Aruba for counter- 
signature. Now here is the 
kicker: the cost to the govern¬ 
ment is nil and this can all be 
done in say 4 to 8 weeks. It 
will resolve this longstanding 
issue even for those students 
who now just graduated this 
summer and those who will 
graduate as early as at the end 


of this fall. It would allow 
certain general practition¬ 
ers that used to practice in 
Aruba (huisdokters), a 
certain pediatrician and a 
well-loved gynecologist 
to all practice in Aruba 
and to serve this commu¬ 
nity. Not to mention the 
70 students you men¬ 
tioned from Aruba in 
Costa Rica most of which 
who are paying their edu¬ 
cation with Government 
issues loans. 

Q3: Would you not 
agree with me that these 
students and their parents 
are deserving of such sim¬ 
ple, inexpensive and effective 
solution? 

Q4: Or do you still believe 
that sending the students for 2 
years to Europe and spending 
at least 20,000 Euro’s is the 
way to go? 

I am asking you to take an 
executive decision in the inter¬ 
est of healthcare in Aruba and 
in the interest of generations of 
students to come. I think it is 
time for you to realize that 
countries can have a standard 
of their but that that standard 
does not have to be identical to 
the BIG standard. I think it 
would be your task as minister 
of health to establish the nec¬ 
essary relationships with these 
foreign countries and reach 
agreements with them accept¬ 
ing their standards. 

Q5: Is it not time for 
schools like: Harvard Medical 
School, Tufts Medical School, 
and University of Miami, 
UCLA, UNCIMED, Universi¬ 


dad Autonoma del Estado de 
Mexico, John Hopkins Univer¬ 
sity, Duke University, Stanford 
University and Columbia Uni¬ 
versity to be recognized by 
Aruba laws? 

Q6: Is it not time for Aruba 
as a member of the interna¬ 
tional community to recognize 
accreditation of medical 
schools by other authorities 
than the BIG? 

Q7: Do you honestly believe 
that the authorities in the USA, 
Canada, Mexico and Latin- 
America allow doctors to prac¬ 
tice in their countries if they do 
not meet a certain standard? 

Q8: Have you considered 
that Aruba has obligation to 
comply with based on the Re¬ 
gional Convention on the 
Recognition of Studies, Diplo¬ 
mas and Degrees in Higher 
Education in Latin America 
and the Caribbean?

On August 21 st, with the sup¬ 
port of Medicosmetics Aruba 
NV and their Seven Seas and 
Ensure products, the Funda- 
cion Lus di Speranza (Light 
of Hope Foundation) has 
planned an awareness walk 
for everyone interested. 

The Fundacion Lus di 
Speransa is a new foundation, 
just one year old whose ob¬ 
jective is to help combat all 
forms of addiction, the pre¬ 
vention of addictions, the re¬ 
habilitation of the addicted 
and after care service of the 
addicted. 

They believe that in order 
to help an addicted person it 
is important to understand 
what addiction is. They claim 
that addiction is a situation 
where a person is either phys¬ 
ically or mentally dependent 
on a particular action or sub¬ 
stance. This results in the per¬ 
son forfeiting all other types 
of activities in order to satisfy 
his need for the addiction. 

Whenever we speak of ad¬ 
diction, most people think of 
drug or alcohol addictions. 
This type of addiction is very 
alarming worldwide and is a 
major problem here in Aruba 
as well. But, there are other 
types of addictions. There is, 
for example, the addiction to 
gambling, casino gambling, 


just to mention one of the 
many types of addictions. 

Unfortunately, we have 
many of the other types of 
addictions in our island as 
well. 

Most of the other forms of 
addictions in our community 
are hidden because of shame 
by family members of the ad¬ 
dicted. Or, perhaps the family 
of the addicted refuses to see 
the problem as one that is 
alarming and something to be 
avoided or dealt with before 
it causes further shame and 
pain. 

According to the Funda¬ 
cion Lus di Speransa the fac¬ 
tors which cause a person to 
become addicted varies 
greatly. Often the root cause 
is a traumatic experience in 
early childhood that was 
never resolved. This, they 
claim causes the person to 
not be able to function ade¬ 
quately as adults. There may 
be mixed feelings, mixed 
emotions that as a child the 
person was not able to com¬ 
municate the matter but 
which may surface in nega¬ 
tive ways as an adult. 

The foundation is intent 
on making everyone who has 
to deal with whatever type of 
addiction more aware of the 
problem of addictions.

Artificial Skin Spun from Spider Silk

The secret to creating artifi¬ 
cial skin might be spider silk, 
researchers now suggest. 

Skin grafts are vital for 
treating burn victims and 
other patients. For instance, 
chronic wounds such as bed¬ 
sores in hospitalized patients 
afflict 6.5 million in the 
United States alone for esti¬ 
mated costs of $25 billion an¬ 
nually. 

Instead of using skin from 
a body for a graft, scientists 
are investigating artificial 
skin. Ideally such a graft 
would be of a material toler¬ 
ated by the body, have skin 
cells embedded within it to 
replace lost tissue, degrade 
safely over time as the new 
skin grows in and be strong 


enough to withstand all the 
rigors ordinary skin experi¬ 
ences. Materials investigated 
until now did not seem strong 
enough for the task, said tis¬ 
sue engineer Hanna Wendt at 
Medical School Hannover in 
Germany. 

Now Wendt and her col¬ 
leagues suggest silk might be 
up for the job. 

Spider silk is the toughest 
known natural material. 
Moreover, there is abody of 
folklore dating back at least 
2,000 years regarding the po¬ 
tential medical value of webs 
— for instance, in fighting in¬ 
fections, stemming bleeding, 
healing wounds and serving 
as artificial ligaments. 

The extraordinary strength 
and stretchiness of spider silk 
’’are important factors for 
easy handling and transfer of 
many kinds of implants," 
Wendt said. In addition, un¬ 
like silk from silkworms, that 
from spiders apparently does 
not trigger the body's rejec¬ 
tion reactions 

To test spider silk's useful¬ 
ness, first Wendt and her col¬ 
leagues essentially milked 
golden silk orb-weaver spi¬ 
ders by stroking their silk 
glands and spooling up the 


silk fibers that came out. 
They next wove meshes from 
this silk onto steel frames. 
[See images of skin cells 
growing] 

The researchers found that 
human skin cells placed on 
these meshes could flourish, 
given proper nurturing with 
nutrients, warmth and air. 
They were able to cultivate 
the two main skin cell types, 
keratinocytes and fibroblasts, 
into tissue-like patterns re¬ 
sembling epidermis, the out¬ 
ermost layer of skin, and 
dermis, the layer of living tis¬ 
sue below the epidermis that 
contains blood capillaries, 
nerve endings, sweat glands, 
hair follicles and other struc¬ 
tures. 

Currently, harvesting large 
amounts of spider silk for in¬ 
dustrial standards is not prac¬ 
tical. "I think in the long 
term, for widespread daily 
clinical use, synthetic silk 
fibers providing the same 
mechanical- and cell culture- 
properties will be needed," 
Wendt said. Currently, many 
research groups are investi¬ 
gating ways to grow syn¬ 
thetic spider silk. 


Tsunami caused 
Manhattan-sized iceberg 
in Antarctica 


ANTARTICA (AFP)—The 
tsunami that struck Japan on 
March 11 propagated waves 
that hit an ice shelf in Antarc¬ 
tica 13,000 kilometres (8,100 
miles) away, smashing parts 
of it into huge icebergs, the 
European Space Agency 
(ESA) said on Tuesday. 

On March 12, ESA's En- 
visat Earth-monitoring satel¬ 
lite spotted icebergs that had 
broken from the Sulzberger 
ice shelf, and on March 16, 
the pieces were seen floating 
into the Ross Sea, it said.

US researchers find another 
flu antibody

'Green hunger* as 
starvation stalks 
fertile Guatemala 



JALAPA (AFP) - They call it 
the "green hunger.” Here in 
the mountains of central 
Guatemala, one of the world's 
top exporters of sugar and ba¬ 
nanas, vegetation is every¬ 
where and yet the people are 
starving. 

Guatemala, which has a 
population of 14 million, has 
the highest rate of child mal¬ 
nutrition in Latin America. 
Half of all children under five 
are malnourished. 

In rural areas such as 
Jalapa, about 100 kilometers 
(60 miles) or a three-hour 
drive from Guatemala City, 
where many families scrape 
by on less than a dollar a day, 
that figure can rise shockingly 
to as high as 90 percent. 

Luis Alexander is nine 
months old and suffers from 
acute malnutrition. He appears 
weak and tiny in his mother's 
arms in front of their mud- 
brick house. 

Ronald Estuardo Navas, a 
hunger monitor at the interna¬ 
tional non-profit Action 
Against Hunger, measures 
Luis's arm with a tape that 
evaluates the nutritional health 
of a child via the size of the 
upper arm. 

"He has a perimeter of 9.9 
centimeters — there's a high 
risk he could die," he said. 

His mother, Herlinda Ro¬ 


driguez, who has two other 
children to care for, is also un¬ 
dernourished. 

Looking around the green 
and mountainous land sur¬ 
rounding the Rodriguez fam¬ 
ily's humble home, it's hard to 
understand why they are 
slowly starving. 

Guatemala is the world's 
fifth largest exporter of sugar, 
coffee and bananas, and when 
subsistence crops fail thou¬ 
sands of families simply can¬ 
not afford to buy enough food. 

Many families have had to 
resort to buying their basic 
staples of corn and beans and 
rice from local markets be¬ 
cause their modest subsistence 
crops have been seriously re¬ 
duced by droughts and floods 
over the last few years — the 
creeping effect of climate 
change across this region. 

More than 6,500 people 
died from hunger related is¬ 
sues last year, 2,175 of whom 
were under five years, accord¬ 
ing to Luis Enrique Monter- 
roso, who oversees the right to 
food at the Guatemala Human 
Rights Office. 

Malnutrition doesn't stunt 
just physical, but also mental, 
development in children, 
which does not bode well for 
Guatemala's future economic 
development. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
scientists have found an anti¬ 
body that acts against 30 of 36 
strains of influenza, the latest 
discovery in the hunt for a 
universal treatment and a vac¬ 
cine, said a study published 
Monday. 

The new broadly neutraliz¬ 
ing antibody, called CH65, 
can stick to the surface part of 
the flu virus known as hemag¬ 
glutinin which mutates every 
season, forcing medical ex¬ 
perts to regularly come up 
with a new vaccine. 

It was found in cells from 
a human volunteer who was 
given the flu vaccine for 
2007, said the study in the 
Proceedings of the National 



academy of Sciences. 

"What this tells us is that 
the human immune system 
can fine-tune its response to 
the flu and actually produce, 
albeit at a low frequency, an¬ 
tibodies that neutralize a 
whole series of strains," said 
lead author Stephen Harrison 
of Children's Hospital Boston. 


"Our goal is to understand 
how the immune system se¬ 
lects for antibodies and use 
that information to get better 
at making a vaccine that will 
take you in a direction that fa¬ 
vors breadth over specificity." 

Last week, researchers in 
Britain and Switzerland re¬ 
ported in the US journal Sci¬ 
ence that they had found the 
first human antibody that can 
knock out all influenza A 
viruses. 

That antibody, FI6, was 
tested in all 16 subtypes of A 
flu viruses and consistently 
worked against the often- 
changing hemagglutinin, the 
protein that is on the virus's 
surface.

Fed vows low rates for 
two more years 


Trichet calls on 
eurozone govts to 
do their

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Federal Reserve pledged 
Tuesday to hold interest rates 
near zero for two more years 
and said it was mulling the 
tools it has to boost a slowing 
economy. 

Meeting as worries grew of 
a new recession, the Fed's pol¬ 
icy board said growth so far 
this year had been "consider¬ 
ably slower" than expected. 

It maintained its key inter¬ 
est rate at the ultra-low level 
of 0-0.25 percent and vowed 
to keep "exceptionally low" 
rates "at least through mid- 
2013." 

"Downside risks to the eco¬ 
nomic outlook have in¬ 
creased," the Federal Open 
Market Committee (FOMC) 
said after a one-day meeting. 

US stock markets, hoping 
to sustain a rebound from 
Monday's 5 percent-plus 
plunge, were slightly lower on 
the news. 

The signal of a concrete pe¬ 
riod for the low rate was a 
shift from earlier FOMC state¬ 
ments, which suggested only 
that the rate would be held for 
"an extended period." 

Analysts said before the 
meeting that a move like that 
would be a signal that the Fed 
wants to continue stimulating 
the weak economy. 

Meeting for the first time 
since its "QE2" asset purchase 
program ended in June, the 
Fed is seen as having few op¬ 
tions to overcome stagnating 
growth and the growing pes¬ 
simism that sent stock markets 
on their deepest plunge since

the crisis of 2008. 

The Fed said it now ex¬ 
pects growth at a "somewhat 
slower pace" over the coming 
quarters than it had estimated 
in June. 

But it did made no sugges¬ 
tion that it was considering a 
successor to its "QE" or 
"quantitative easing" program 
to boost the economy; only 
that the meeting "discussed 
the range of policy tools avail¬ 
able" to promote growth. 

After the economy grew at 
around a one percent pace in 
the first half, US officials are 
fending off suggestions of a 
"double-dip" recession, two 
years after the 19-month 
"Great Recession" ended in 
June 2009. 

Goldman Sachs estimated 
last week that there was a one- 
in-three chance of returning to 
negative growth in the coming 
quarters. 

That has put pressure on 


the Fed to adopt a new stimu¬ 
lus program after the expira¬ 
tion of the $600 billion QE2. 
though many doubt that more 
liquidity in the system will 
help. 

In the first half of the year, 
the FOMC was divided be¬ 
tween a majority who be¬ 
lieved the economy remained 
soft, and a minority who be¬ 
lieved the economy was gain¬ 
ing steam and faced a burst of 
easy money-induced inflation. 

But after growth in the sec¬ 
ond quarter proved to be 
nearly stagnant, and inflation 
fell, in July Fed chairman Ben 
Bemanke told a congressional 
panel that more stimulus 
could be merited. 

The FOMC statement 
Tuesday made clear the cen¬ 
tral bank is no longer con¬ 
cerned about inflation, 
predicting that it "will settle" 
over the coming quarters. 


PARIS (AFP) European Cen¬ 
tral Bank chief Jean-Claude 
Trichet on Tuesday called on 
European governments, no¬ 
tably Italy and Spain, to "do 
their duty" in reducing public 
deficits and stabilising their fi¬ 
nances. 

"In sum, since the fall of 
Fehman Brothers, this is the 
worst crisis since the Second 
World War," Trichet warned 
on Europe 1 radio, referring to 
the collapse of the US invest¬ 
ment bank in September 2008 
that triggered a global finan¬ 
cial crisis. 

In this context "we expect 
governments to do what we 
consider to be their work, their 
duty," Trichet said. 

"We have asked european 
governments as a whole, 17 of 
them, to speed up the decisions 
taken on July 21 during a eu¬ 
rozone (summit) meeting," he 
added 

The European Central 
Bank said Monday it would re¬ 
sume purchases of eurozone 


government bonds so as to 
ease the pressure on the weak¬ 
est, notably Italy and Spain, 
whose borrowing costs soared 
to unsustainable levels in re¬ 
cent weeks. 

On Tuesday, the pressure 
eased further on Italian and 
Spanish bonds but stock mar¬ 
kets globally were down very 
sharply, reflecting growing 
nervousness over the eco¬ 
nomic outlook as a litany of 
bad news continued to pour in. 

Trichet said governments 
should put the decisions taken 
at last month's eurozone sum¬ 
mit into action "as quickly as 
possible."

Oil prices fall after Fed lowers 
growth outlook 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Oil 
prices tumbled again Tuesday 
after the Federal Reserve said 
it would keep interest rates ex¬ 
ceptionally low for another 
two years to help prop up 
slower than expected US eco¬ 
nomic growth. 

New York's main contract, 
West Texas Intermediate light, 
sweet crude for delivery in 
September, closed at $79.30 a 
barrel, down $2.01 from Mon¬ 
day's closing level. 

In London, Brent North 
Sea crude for September shed 
$1.17 to settle at $102.57 a 
barrel. Earlier, it had slid to 
$98.76, its lowest level since 
February 8. 

Oil prices, which had fallen 
more than five percent Mon¬ 
day after rating agency Stan¬ 
dard & Poor's downgraded US 
credit, roiling global markets, 
extended their nose-dive after 
the Fed issued a downbeat 
view of the world's largest 
economy. 

Economic growth so far 
this year has been "consider¬ 


ably slower" than expected 
and "downside risks to the 
economic outlook have in¬ 
creased," the policy-setting 
Federal Open Market Com¬ 
mittee said in a statement after 
a one-day meeting in Wash¬ 
ington. 

The FOMC kept its key in¬ 
terest rate unchanged near 
zero and said that economic 
conditions were likely to war¬ 
rant "exceptionally low" rates 
"at least through mid-2013." 

The statement reinforced 
market worries that growth is 
sputtering in the United States, 
the world's largest oil con¬ 
sumer, which could result in 
reduced demand. 

The Fed outlook came after 
the US government reported 
two weeks ago that gross do¬ 
mestic product, the broad 
measure of economic activity, 
had nearly stalled in the first 
half of the year. 

Oil prices had rebounded 
through much of the day's 
trading before the Fed an¬ 
nouncement. 


The OPEC oil cartel earlier 
pared its global demand fore¬ 
casts, citing concerns for the 
economic health of developed 
countries. 

The Organization of Petro¬ 
leum Exporting Countries — 
whose 12 member nations 
pump about 35 percent of 
global oil supplies - estimated 
crude oil demand of 88.14 
million barrels per day (mbd) 
in 2011, down from a previous 
estimate of 88.18. 

For 2012, OPEC projected 
89.44 mbd, down from 89.50 
mbd. 


US stocks 
solid rebound, 
Dow up nearly 
4% 

NEW YORK (AFP) - US 
stocks rebounded strongly 
Tuesday, with the Dow 
jumping nearly four percent 
after plummeting Monday 
on the shock of Standard & 
Poor's downgrade of the US 
credit rating. 

The Dow Jones Industrial 
Average of 30 blue-chip 
stocks added 429.92 points 
or 3.98 percent, to 11,239.77. 

The broader S&P 500 
climbed 53.07 points (4.74 
percent), at 1,172.53, while 
the tech-heavy Nasdaq 
jumped 124.83 points (5.29 
percent) at 2,482.52. 

The rebound came after 
the markets had their worst 
day Monday since the 2008 
financial collapse: the Dow 
lost 5.6 percent, the S&P 500 
6.7 percent, and the Nasdaq 
6.9 percent. 

The surge came in the last 
hour, with the Dow 150 
points in negative territory 
45 minutes before the close.

Madonna's Malawian school a 
barren field of failed dreams 


CHINKOTA (AFP) - The 
abandoned site looks more like 
a quarried mine than a pop su¬ 
perstar’s multi-million-dollar 
dream to groom girls into 
Malawi's next leaders and doc¬ 
tors. 

But the bleak, levelled ter¬ 
races of gravelly sand near 
Malawi's capital are the only 
evidence of Madonna's $15 
million (10.6 million euros) 
academy that was ditched in a 
cloud over misused funds and 
disgruntled locals. 

"This has just become a 
football ground now," said 
local chief Binson Kalenga. 

The bulldozers are long 
silent where Madonna — who 
adopted two children from 
Malawi — laid a foundation 


stone engraved "dare to 
dream" in April 2010, in a 
simple village in a desper¬ 
ately poor African country 
that many could not find on a 
map. 

A year later the school had 
been called off. The star is 
being sued by employees who 
were fired, her charity is tied 
up in a US tax investigation, 
and Malawi is investigating 
how the land was paid for. 

"There was just too much 
publicity before there was any 
work on the ground."said Li¬ 
longwe district commissioner 
Paul Kalilombe. 

Madonna's charities did not 
reply to queries. In January, 
she said the academy project 
was off in favour of helping 


existing schools across the 
country. 

But The New York Times 
then reported on an audit, or¬ 
dered by Madonna, that found 
$3.8 million squandered on the 
discarded academy. 

The audit reportedly found 
a "startling lack of accountabil¬ 
ity" on the management team 
in Malawi and the United 
States. 

Unhappiness here began 
with payments to villagers for 
the land, which Madonna's 
charity Raising Malawi paid 
through the government. 

The star's last word was in 
April when she said a new 
strategy would be announced 
in coming weeks.

Strauss says Test 
can give riot-hit 
England a lift 


MIAMI (AFP) - A 61-year- 
old US distance swimmer 
said Tuesday she had ended 
her bid to cross the shark-in¬ 
fested waters from Cuba to 
Florida at about the halfway 
mark after suffering from 
shoulder pain and asthma. 

Ocean swells also dogged 
Diana Nyad on her second at¬ 
tempt to swim the 100 miles 
(161 kilometers) across the 
treacherous Florida Straits 
before she was finally 
brought aboard a boat, vom¬ 
iting, at about 12:45 am, 
CNN reported. 

But the swimmer, who had 
said she hoped to bring Cuba 
and the United States closer 
together with the athletic feat, 
said she did not regret trying. 

"It felt like this was my 
moment. I don’t feel like a 
failure at all. But we needed 
a little more luck,” Nyad said 
in a Twitter post. 

"It’s hard because I felt 


like I had it in me.” 

Nyad began her attempt 
late Sunday to make the dif¬ 
ficult crossing. Had she suc¬ 
ceeded, she would have been 
the first person to have done 
so without a shark cage. 

But just three hours after 
she started the swim, she was 
battling shoulder pain. She 
then said she was having 
trouble breathing about 12 
hours later. 

Shortly before abandoning 
her effort, Nyad was only 
able to swim three or four 
strokes before rolling onto 
her back to catch her breath. 
At the 29-hour mark, she 
called it quits. 

’’Asthma took so much out 
of me,” she told CNN. ”1 
couldn’t overcome it.... the 
asthma really shafted me.” 

”1 just knew it wasn’t mind 
over matter anymore. I was 
absolutely spent,” she said. 
Nyad arrived in Florida on 
Tuesday by boat. 


Prandelli looking 
to faze Spaniards 



ROME (AFP) - Italy coach 
Cesare Prandelli has de¬ 
cided to play without an 
out-and-out striker in the 
hope of taking Spain out of 
their comfort zone in Bari 
today. 

The 2006 world champi¬ 
ons host the team that suc¬ 
ceeded them in South Africa 
last year in a mouth-water¬ 
ing friendly clash. 

And Prandelli sprung a 
surprise by picking a team 
with two deep-lying for¬ 
wards but no traditional 
number nine striker and no 
wingers. 

AC Milan’s Antonio Cas- 
sano will partner Villarreal’s 
Giuseppe Rossi up front. 

’’This way, with Cassano 
next to Rossi we won’t give 
our opponents a point of 
reference compared to what 
we would have done with a 
centre-forward such as (Gi- 
ampaolo) Pazzini. 

’’Given that we don’t 
have wingers, instead we 
want to make the most of 
our central midfielders’ abil¬ 
ity to get in behind the de¬ 
fence. 

’’Antonio knows at this 
time it’s an important match 
in front of his people (he’s 
from Bari).” 

When Italy last played in 
Bari, then coach Marcello 
Lippi was roundly jeered 
for not having even picked 
Cassano in his squad. 

Cassano may well be 
more deserving of a place in 
the team now than he was 
then but Prandelli shied 
away from joining Spain 
goalkeeper Iker Casillas in 
describing the 28-year-old 
as a phenomenon. 

’’Players are generous in 
their comparisons. A phe¬ 
nomenon is someone who 
makes a difference for 10 
years,” said Prandelli. 

’’Then there are players 
who get described as a phe¬ 
nomenon because with one 
touch they can decide a 
match.” 

Prandelli acknowledged 
that Spain are the favourites 
given their recent record 
and fluidity in playing to¬ 
gether, but he insisted his 
team would at least keep 
things competitive. 


BIRMINGHAM (AFP) - 
England captain Andrew 
Strauss insisted he had no 
qualms about playing the 
third Test against India at 
Edgbaston following a night 
of rioting in Birmingham as 
the police officer overseeing 
the match said it was still 
going ahead. 

Players from both sides 
opted to remain in their hotels 
as rioters and looters took to 
the streets of England’s 'sec¬ 
ond city' on Monday, and 
were advised to do so again 
after training on Tuesday fol¬ 
lowing several days' of simi¬ 
lar disorder in London. 

The Football Association 
reacted by calling off Eng¬ 
land's international friendly 
against the Netherlands, 
scheduled for Wednesday at 
Wembley Stadium in north 
London. 

But Strauss, who said 
England's security manager 
had told them it was ”100 
percent safe” for them to play 
the third Test, was keen the 
match at Warwickshire’s 
headquarters should start as 
scheduled on Wednesday. 

’’Let's divorce the cricket 
match from what is going on 
in the country which is 
clearly not our proudest hour 
as a country right at the mo¬ 
ment,” Strauss told reporters 
here at Edgbaston on Tues¬ 
day. 

”1 think this is an opportu¬ 
nity for cricket to maybe put 


a feelgood factor into the 
newspapers and show that 
not everything is bad out 
there at the moment. 

"It hasn't really affected our 
preparation,” he added. ’’When 
you watch these scenes on the 
television, it's horrific and it's 
far from England's proudest 
moment. But we fully intend 
to play the game as we would 
any other game.” 

However, while providing 
security for players in the 
controlled environment of a 
cricket ground during day¬ 
light hours is one thing, con¬ 
cerns have been raised about 
the safety of spectators trav¬ 
elling to and from the ground. 

But in a statement issued 
later Tuesday, Inspector 
Howard Lewis Jones, the des¬ 
ignated police match com¬ 
mander at Edgbaston, said: ” A 
lot of planning and prepara¬ 
tion has gone into this event. 

”We have worked very 
closely with the club (War¬ 
wickshire) and police re¬ 
sources have been set 
accordingly. 

"The Test Match will not 
take away resources from 
policing the wider Birming¬ 
ham area,” added Lewis 
Jones on a day where vio¬ 
lence spread to the nearby 
town of West Bromwich. 

West Midlands police 
recognise the importance of 
this event and the spectators 
will be looking forward to 
this match.”

straight ATP Masters title in 
Canada crushed by Kevin 
Anderson on Tuesday as the 
South African defeated 
Britain's world number four 
6-3, 6-1 in a second-round 
match. 

Murray, winner of the last 
two editions of the event that 
alternates between Montreal 
and Toronto, was bundled out 
in 69 minutes. 

Murray was playing his 
first competitive match since 
leading Great Britain to an 
emotional Davis Cup win 
over Luxembourg on July 10 
in his native Scotland. 

Murray had had a first 
round bye courtesy of his 
seeding while Anderson - 
ranked 35 in the world - had 
breezed through against 
Spaniard Pablo Andujar in 
the first round. 

Although Anderson served 
just five aces, Murray's lack 
of recent competition showed 
as he started flat and was bro¬ 
ken four times to start his US 
Open build-up on the worst 
possible note. 

Murray's previous worst 
defeat in Canada was a 2007 
Montreal loss to Italian Fabio 
Fognini in the second round 
after winning a first-round 
encounter. 

Murray, who had hoped to 
kick-start his summer after 
several weeks of gruelling 
preparation in Miami, re¬ 
mained baffled by his failure 
to fire when it mattered. 

"I just felt very slow, the 
game seemed to be going so 
fast," he said. "It's happened 
to me already once this year. 

"I've trained really hard to get 
ready for the tournament. I've al¬ 
ways played very well here. 

"Today I couldn't get any¬ 
thing going. I started both 
sets really, really badly which 
doesn't help against someone 
that serves like Kevin. 

Murray, who took an 18-3 
Canadian win-loss record 
into the match, had been aim¬ 
ing to become the first player 
to win three titles in a row in 
Canada since Ivan Lendl 
from 1987-1989. 


Success and long putter give Scott 
major confidence

ATLANTA (AFP) - Using a 
long putter that he once 
would have dismissed as a 
desperate gimmick, Aus¬ 
tralian Adam Scott has re¬ 
vived his game and served 
notice he will be a threat to 
win the 93rd PGA Champi¬ 
onship. 

The 31-year-old won last 
week's World Golf Champi¬ 
onships event and shared sec¬ 
ond at the Masters at Augusta 
last April, each time produc¬ 
ing stellar Sunday perform¬ 
ances that took his 
confidence to new heights. 

"Just playing well on the 
back nine Sunday at the Mas¬ 
ters was the thing that kind of 
pushed the belief forward," 
Scott said. "I didn't win the 
Masters but I felt like I did 
everything I had to do. 

"Then I did it again this 
Sunday. I felt like I played re¬ 
ally well on the back nine at 
the right time in a big tourna¬ 
ment. Those are big things for 
your confidence that really 
help you believe that you can 
win a major championship." 

To help produce that 
major breakthrough, Scott 
added a fiery new caddie in 
Steve Williams, fired last 
month by Tiger Woods. 

But even before that came 
a switch to a long putter, a 
move made after early season 
struggles in January on 
greens in Hawaii convinced 
him he needed a change. 

"I probably was one of 
those people who thought the 
long putter should be 
banned," Scott said. "But it's 


not so I don't really worry 
about it. It's within the rules 
at the moment, and I'm very 
happy about that. 

"I lost my rhythm quickly 
when I was in Hawaii with 
the putting. Frustrating. One 
day it's there and the next day 
it's not and that's kind of how 
the whole of 2010 went." 

His coach bought a long 
putter, prompted Scott to try 
it, and Scott the putting touch 
he had been missing. 

"A week or so in, it was 
feeling really good," Scott 
said. "After about three 
weeks we decided this is it, 
I'm going to go with the long 
putter because it just really 
gave me that awareness of 
how a putter should swing 
again." 

A choice of last resort be¬ 
came the key to success, 

"I guess it is considered 
kind of a last resort," Scott 
said. "I was very frustrated 
and I hadn't thought about it. 


I'm not too sure where I go 
from here if this doesn't pan 
out for me." 

Better putting has taken 
the pressure off other areas of 
Scott's game, his drives and 
short game. 

"Absolutely it puts so 
much pressure on the rest of 
your game and I felt like the 
rest of my game was in good 
shape but I couldn't let it all 
happen, because I wasn't able 
to play freely, because the 
putting was so inconsistent," 
Scott said. 

"This has absolutely freed 
up the rest of my game. 

“I feel like I can fall back 
on my putting if the long 
game is not there that day and 
if it is there, I can really take 
advantage of it." 

Scott, who is bidding to be¬ 
come the first Australian since 
Steve Elkington 16 years ago to 
win the PGA Championship, 
tries not to beat himself up about 
missed opportunities, hopeful 
that his 30s will finally produce 
a major title he missed as a 
"young gun" in his roaring 20s. 

"If I was being a harsh 
critic of myself, I could say 
I've underachieved," Scott 
said. 

"I feel like sometimes I 
play as good as anyone, and 
it's never been at the biggest 
tournaments, and that's really 
what I tried to change this 
year. I felt like my game had 
really taken some big steps 
last year. 

"I feel it's maybe more of 
a maturity of my game or my 
outlook even."

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Bubba hopes to end 
US major drought 


ATLANTA (AFP) - Ameri¬ 
cans have gone a record six 
major golf tournaments with¬ 
out capturing a title, a streak 
Bubba Watson hopes to end 
come Sunday at the 93rd 
PGA Championship. 

The long-driving left-han¬ 
der lost last year's PGA 
Championship in a playoff to 
Germany's Martin Kaymer, 
but put himself into con¬ 
tention for his first major 
crown and followed up that 
effort with two triumphs al¬ 
ready this year. 

"I've learned that it's hard 
work to win golf tourna¬ 


ments," Watson said. "To do 
the things I want in my ca¬ 
reer, it's going to take a lot of 
sweat and tears and a lot of 
energy. 

"That's what I'm learning 
this year and it was over¬ 
whelming at times. It feels 
like I'm sick. It feels like I 
don't want to get out of bed 
because I've grinded so 
much. It just showed me how 
much hard work it is to lift 
the trophy. It takes a lot out of 
you." 

No US player has won a 
major since Phil Mickelson at 
last year's Masters and Wat¬ 
son says the global growth of 
the game is great for the 
sport. 

"Most of them have a 
house in the US anyway. 
They are just better than us 
right now," Watson said. 

"It's sad that we keep put¬ 
ting these flags on everybody. 
I'm 15th in the world ranking 
right now. There's 14 guys 
ahead of me. I couldn't care 
less where they are from. I 
don't care what flag they have 
by them. 

"I'm trying to get to No. 1 
in the world. Who cares 
where they are from or what 
language they speak? The 
language they speak is they 
are beating me at golf."

Colombia coach resigns after assaulting woman 


BOGOTA (AFP) - Colombia 
coach Hernan Dario Gomez 
has resigned after assaulting 
a woman outside a bar last 
Saturday, the Colombian 
Football Federation said on 
Tuesday. 

The Federation announced 
in an official statement that 
"an extraordinary meeting" 
will be held in the next ten 
days as they decide where to 
go from here, and that, "for 
the moment, the national 
team will not have a coach." 


On Monday, Gomez pub¬ 
licly apologised after local 
press reports that he had hit 
out twice at a woman who 
had insulted him. 

"Following what hap¬ 
pened on Saturday evening, 
which has left me feeling 
mortified, I would like to say 
publicly that I am profoundly 
sorry for having lost control 
in the way I did," he said. 

"It shames me in front of 
my mother, my wife and 
every single woman in my 


family and in my country," he 
went on, without discussing 
the incident itself. 

Gomez had been working 
as an observer for FIFA at the 
under-20 World Cup, which 
is currently being held in the 
South American country. 

He led Colombia to the 
quarter-finals of the recent 
Copa America, where they 
lost to Peru, and also took 
Ecuador to the World Cup fi¬ 
nals for the first time in their 
history in 2002.
